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THE GRASS OF THE OVEN. 


In crossing Lebanon, we stopped one day for re- 
freshment, near a rivulet flowing towards the east. 
As I was sitting there, I observed a peasant of the 
country digging up with a sort of pick-axe, the clamps 
of shrubs and coarse grass, which grow in the thin 
soil spread over the rocks. He was collecting them 
to carry home, in order to burn them as fuel. I bad 
seen heaps of the same material piled up near the 
limekilns in the vicinity of Urtas; and I frequently 
saw troops of donkeys retarning from the fiells loaded 
with bundles of such fuel. The scarcity of wood in 
the east is very great, and the people are obliged to 
resort to the use of almost everything that is capable 
of being burnt, in order to procure the means of 
warming their houses in winter, and of preparing 
their daily food. They not only cut down for thw 
purpose the shrubs aad larger kinds of grass, but 
wather the common withered grass itself and the wild 
flowers of which the fields display so rich a profusion. 
It is from this source that the Saviour derives the 
beautiful illustration which he employs for the pur- 
pose of repressing an undue solicitude on the part of 
his followers respecting the wants of the present life ; 
« Consider the lilies of the field, how they grow; they 
toil not, neither do they spin. And yet I say unto 
you that even Solomon in all bis glory, was not ar- 
rayed like one of these. “ Wherefore, if God so 
clothe the grass of the field which to-day is, and to- 
morrow is cast into the oven, shall He not much more 
clothe you, O ye of little faith?”

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INSPECTION OF NUNNERIES,

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EXPERIMENTAL THEOLOGY. 

IN listening to the inaugural discourse on this sub- 
ject, by Professor Robinson, of Rochester, there was 
no practical suggestion which dwelt with so much 
force on our mind, as the importance to success in the 
ministry of the experience of Christian doctrines in 
the minister's heart. To hold the supreme authority 
of the scriptures, and to believe that these scriptures 
embrace and teach certain doctrines, may constitute 
an intellectual orthodoxy, but if these things are held 
intellectually only, they will constitute a powerless 
orthodoxy. “The reader of Paul's epistle to the Ro- 
mans will perceive that bis theology at the same 
time that it was reasoned out, was felt out, and that it 
was because it was both reasoned out and felt out, that 
it developed itself as a theology ot practical efficiency. 
It is one thing to accept as a revealed doctrine the 
depravity of the human soul, and quite another thing 
to fall humbled and abased before God in view of 
one’s own personal sin ;—one thing to accept the doc- 
trine of justification by Christ asa doctrine taught, 
and another thing to realize it as a doctrine felt—to 
repair to Christ and by faith m him to find and to 
experience justification. And so of all other Chris 
tian doctrines. They are powerful, not when acered- 
ited because proved. as we accredit a mathematical 
demonstration, or a fact established before a jury on 
evidence. but when, besides being so accredited, they 
are inwrought with personal experrences, and are iden- 
tified with the believer's personal hopes. Then they 
stir the heart.and then, uttered by the lips, they awaken 
sympathy in other hearts.

And so the 
President, being about to visit Baltimore, must look 
over the historic page, and find something that suits the 
Now, unfortunately, the President in his late 
journey got bold of a bad edition of Maryland histo- 
ry, which sets up that State as the first tolerant one 
in modern times, and made his speech accordingly 
when he addressed the Baltimoreans. We have no 
doubt that President Pierce would be atterly aston- 
ished, were he informed, as we understand to be the 
fact, that under laws now on the statute book of Ma- 
ryland, Jews and Unitarians are to be put to death. 
The Providence Journal alludes to the President's 
speech thus: 

Gen. Pierce AND THe History or Rewiciovs 
Freepom.—lIn his speech at Baltimore, Gen. Pierce 
said. * who can fail to be reminded where the banner 
of undrilled, unqualified religious toleration was given 
to the breeze.” The precise meaning undrilled toler- 
ation we do not understand; but certainly General 
Pierce ought to be sufficiently familar with history to 
know that the banner of religious freedom was first 
unfurled by Roger Williams, and that the religious 
toleration of Maryland, so far as it existed, was a 
necessity imposed apon the colonists, not a concession 
granted by them. The colony was held of a Protes- 
tant prince, and it had not the power to exclude the 
Protestant religion. The attempt to do so would 
have drawn upon it the immediate vengeance of the 
mother country, and might have ended in the exclu- 
sion of the Roman Catbolic religion. Even as it was, 
Maryland enacted that whoever denied the Trinity 
should suffer death! Was this “undrilled and un- 
qualified toleration ?” 

Roger Williams repudiated the idea of toleration, 
because it seemed to imply the right of government to 
withhold, as well as to give. He denied the power of 
human government over the conscience, and held 
that soul liberty was granted by God, and that any 
human pone saconhel its just authority in restrain- 
ing it; he held that the right to worship God accord. 
ing to the dictates of conscience, was as clear as the 
right to see orto breathe. And in maintenance of 
this great principle, even yet imperfectly understood, 
but which he grasped in al its breadth, he turned to 
the pathless wilderness and offered his prayers where 
no roof interposed between him and his God. Lord 

Itimore was in his personal character the reverse ot 
Roger Williams. We have no reason to doubt that 
he was tolerant; but he neither comprehended nor 
cared for religious freedom. He was a dissolute man, 
indiflerent to religion, and looking upon' the church 
ouly as the means of rewarding bis boon companions 
with places, for which, of all others, they were least 
fitted. ‘To make such a man the apostle of religious) 
freedom, and to make a colon which decreed death 
as the punishment of heresy, the pioneer in religious 
freedom, is an assault upon the memory of sa 
Williams.

HOME MISSIONS, 

We have just read the Annual Report of the 
American Baptist Home Mission Society. It is a 
document of much interest, containing important state- 
ments and reasonings, which deserve the grave con- 
sideration of all well-wishers to the cause of God, and 
of the civil and religious institutions which distinguish 
us from every other nation. The labors of the Soci- 
ety’s missionaries daring the year past, have been at- 
tended with the most encouraging success, and have 
been previously noticed in this paper. The principal 
cause of regret bas been, the inadequacy of the pe- 
cuniary means which the Board have had at their dis- 
posal, to enlarge their operations upon a field so in- 
viting, and so productive of good results from well-dii- 
rected labor, as isthe field which the Society is at- 
tempting to cultivate. We would bespeak a careful 
reading of the entire report by all who may receive 
it, and suggest that no one dismiss the subject until 
he has put the question to himself, Have I done by 
my influence, by my prayers and by my contribu- 
tions, the past year, all that the pleasure of my Sa- 
viour and the importance of this object have justly re- 
quired at my hand? And can I not, with the ordi- 
nary blessing of Providence, and consistent with every 
other claim upon my resources, do more in the pres- 
ent than I have done in the past year, to aid the 
Home Mission Society in its noble work? Of the re- 
ports of committees which were presented during the 
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| meeting of the Society in Troy in May last, we wish

year. To the committee it is not only a source of 
regret, but of deep mortification, that a year com- 
menced with such fair promises and intelligent p/edq- 
es, a year of almost unexampled commercial prosper- 
ity, and so marked by noble and enlarged liberality 
among philanthropists and Christians of every name, 
(as the receipts of other benevolent institutions of the 
land show,) that during such a favored year, this 
Home Mission Society, with claims such as it has nev- 
er before urged upon the American Zion, with new 
nations thrown upon our shores, whose evangelization 
would be the harbinger of the evangelization of hea- 
then nations,—should present so small an increase 
over its previous receipts, and thus apparently indi- 
cate the grossly inadequate view of the responsibili- 
ties which Ged in his holy providence has thrown up- 
on our denomination, connected with home evangeli- 
zation. 

The report enters into an inquiry of the cause of 
the Society’s deficiency of “the adequate and prom- 
ised resources to meet the rapidly augmenting claims 
pressed upon her.” “ We must at our anniversaries 
enjoy. a jubilee over the relative importance and 
grandeur of our work, insist that a vast deal more 
ought and must be raised the coming year, separate 
from the unanimous resolution that it shall be done, 
and reassemble the next year to wonder that others 
have not done it, and yet again resolve in a similar 
manner with the past; “ Resolve and re-resolve, and 
die the same.” 

The committee are satisfied that from the Secreta- 
ries in the rooms, down through every salaried officer 
or agent of the Society, no more hard-working, con- 
scientious, efficent, honored servants of Christ can

To reach any worthy 
point as a denomination, in this great work of chris- 
tianizing our native land, the churches must first be 
brought to feel that, while they expect great things 
trom God, they must “ altempt great things for God.” 

2. A want of system in their contributions to this 
specific object, is considered as another prolific cause 
of so small receipts from a large share of our giving 
churches. They think that an enterprise so impor- 
tant as the cause of Home Missions, should not be 
trusted by any church or pastor toa single annual 
effort, which, at the best, ends in results none too lib- 
eral; and which, from a stormy Sabbath, or an un- 
expected call for some other object of benevolence in 
close proximity with the collection for Home Mis- 
sions, is liable to result in little else than a perfect 
failure. Under such arrangements the supplies for 
the treasury must ever be fitful and uncertain. They 
recommend to pastor and people, to rich and poor, 
that from week to week, and month to month, “ each 
lay by him in store as God has prospered him” for 
this object ; and that the monthly concert be observ- 
ed, both as to “ prayers and alms,” with reference no 
less to home than to foreign mission work. 

3. The third cause of delinquency mentioned in 
the report is, the want of an intelligent survey on the 
part of many pastors and churches, of the full extent, 
destitution and promise of the great field opened for 
the Society's cultivation. During the past three 
years the territory occupied as our missionary ground 
has almost quadrupled, while the increase of the So- 
ciety’s receipts bas been only a jittle over $15,000, or 
one third of the present income of the Society. “ Cal-

Fuarrive Staves ix CANADA—On the 2tst 
ult., a meeting was held in Free Mason's Hall, Lon- 
don, to hear a statement from the Rev. Mr. Ward as 
to the condition of fugitive slaves in Canada. 
Earl of Shaftsbury presided. Mr. Ward, in his ad-— 
dress, stated that the number of fugitives in Canada 
was from 80,000 to 85,000, and that the average 
number escaping was 3,000 a year, or about ten a. 
day. A Mr. King, in the county of Kent, he said 
had purchased land for the purpose of settling them | 
upon it. Hatred and prejudice, however, ran so high | 
against them, that a petition and memorial were pre-_ 
sented to the local government against the occupation 
of land by these negroes. But that petition was un- 
successful. The settlement was made ; it had existed 
now for four years, it contained about 120 families, 
or 500 individuals; and it was one of the most suc- 
cessful he ever saw in any country; upon it there 
was not a single drunkard, or a vender of intoxicating. 
drinks. On the settlement there was also a flourish- 
ing school, the different classes of which he had ex- 
amined in geography, grammar, Latin; and notwith- 
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| actually taken advantage of two things connected 
with the settlement: they attended the preaching of 
Mr. King, where the negroes worshipped ; and aban- 
doning their own, sent their children to the negro- 


schools. 

The meeting was addressed by Rev. Messrs. Gribble, 
Thomas James, J. Sherman, and others, and a com- 
mittee was appointed, of which the Earl of Shaftesbury 
_is chairman, to raise money in aid of the object.

rescue. <A large number of persons left this city for 
the scene of excitement by the trains, and swelled the 

_ thousands already gathere ‘d around the spot. We 
have hee n furnished with an account of the proceed- 
ings since one oe ‘loc k veste rday, by an eve-witne ss. 

Our informant tells us that the man was ina part 
of the rapids where the rocks rise nearly to the sur- 
face of the water. A log of wood, ap )parently wedged 

t tightly between the rocks, and crossed by another 
still highe rout of the water, was his resting pli we, 
Here he remained, half clinging to, and half perching | 
npon the log. from which he would occasionally slip 
down, and walk a little on the rocks, which were only 
a short distance under water. A few feet in ad- 
vance was a small tali of about four or five feet, and 
here, and on each side of him, the waters rushed wild 
ly onata speed of about forty miles an hour. Since 
our report vesterday was made ap about 2 1-2 o'clock im 
the afternoon, a raft was constructed formed of crossed 


timbers, strongly fastened ina square form, a hogs- 


. head being p laced in the centre. 


The raft was strongly secured with ropes on each 
side, and was floated ‘down to the rocks upon which

raft became immovable. Avery then apppeard to 
muster stre ngth and courage, and desce nding from the 
log walked over the rocks to the place where the rope 
had caught, and labored long ok hard to disengage 
it from the rocks. Aftersome time he succeeded, and 
‘then with renewed energy, inspired by the hope of | 
i rescue, he pulled manfully at the rope until he sue- 
ceeded in bringing the raft from the current towards:

Ave ry now got on to the raft, making himself fast | 
thereto by means of ropes which bad been plac ‘ed | 
there for that purpose, and those on the land com- 
menced drawing tt towards the shore. It had ap. 
proac hed within rty feet of one of the small islands, | 
,towards which its course was directed, when suddenly | 
‘it became stationary in the midst of the rapids, the | 
(Tope s having again caught in the rocks. All endeav- | 
lors to remove it were found to be in vain, and much 
fear was entertained that the strain upon the ropes 
might break them and occasion the poor fellow’s loss. 

. Various suggestions were now volunteered, and several 
attempts were made to reach him. One man went 
out ina boat as far as he dared to ve nture, and asked | 
him if he would fasten a rope round his body, and 
trust to being drawn in by that. The poor fellow. 
however, shook bis head despondingly, as though he 
felt that he bad not strength enough remaining to 
make himself secure to a rope. 

At length a boat was got ready—a life boat, whic he 
bad arrived from Buflalo—and was launched. See- | 
ing the prey parations, Avery unloosed his fastenings, | 
with the intention of being ready to spring into the | 
boat. Borne on by the rushing waters, and amid the | 
breathless suspense of the spectators, the boat ap- | 
proached the raft. A thrill ran through the crowd— | 
the boat lived in the angry waves—it struck the raft— 
a shout of joy rang forth from the shores, for it was 
believed that he was saved—when suddenly the hope 
that bad been raised was again destroyed—a moment's 
confusion followed the collision, and im the next, the 
victim was seen in the midst of the waters, separated 
trom his frail support, and struggling for life. . For a 
minnte or two the poor fellow, striking out Sob ily, | 
swam strongly towards the island, and the cry eChoed 
from shore to shore that he would yet be saved. But 
soon the fact became certain that he receded from the 
shore—his strength was evidently failing. 

Gradually he was borne back into the fiercest 
part of the current—slowly at first, and then more 
rapidly. Swiftly and more swiitly he approached the 
brink of the fatal precipic e——the waters bad bim at 
_ last, their undisputed victim, and madly they whirled 
him on to death, as though enraged at his persevering 
efforts to escape their fury. A sickening feeling came 
over the spectators when, just on the brink of the 
precipice, the doomed man sprung up from the wa- 
ters—clear from their surface—raising himself upright 
as a statue, with bis arms flung wildly aloft, and with 
a piercing sbriek that rang loudly above the mocking 

roar of the cataract, fell back again into the foaming 

“waves, and was hurled over the brow of the fatal 

precipice ! 

We have no heart for comment upon the melan- 

choly and awful event. The fate of poor Avery will 

add another tothe many fearful local incidents already 
related by the guides at the Falls, and for years his 
critical situation, bis bard struggles, bis fearful death, 
will be the theme of many a harrowing tale.

Tue Fisneries.— The Washington correspondent 
of the New York Express has the following remarks 
on the fisheries :— 

“I do not believe that any favorable progress has 
yet been made in the negociations on the fisbery 
question. The demands of John Bull are entirely 
inadmissable, and such as will not be acceded to. IT 
doubt whether John Bull himself cares much about 
the question, but it is the colonies themselves which 
are the cause of all the difficulties, and are peshing 
forward these unreasonable demands. 

“ The importance of these fisheries to our people, I 
think also, is greatly overrated, both bere and in the 
British colonies, and I do not believe that the privil- 
eges we aré coveting, should be pnorchased by any 
material sacrifice on other points. I have also recent- 
ly learned a fact which will render the question still 
less important, which is that the fish are abandoning 
the shore, and kee ping further out to sea of late years, 
with the probability that the interdicted line of three 
miles from the land will soon be voluntarily abandoned 
by the fishermen, from natural causes. One reason 
assigned for this is, that the frequent passage of steam 
boats along the coast, has frightened the fish off into 
deeper water. It is generally admitted that such has 
been the result of steam navigation in some of ove 
rivers where the fisheries have been greatly injured 
or destroyed from that cause.”
